No  Need  of  Immediate  Secession 

—  War  Minister  ARAld  Refers  to  tlio 

Attitude  toward  tho  I-oaguo  of  Motions 
(onittod ) 

It  is  not  necessary  to  immediately  secede  from 
tho  League  of  Nations,  even  when  tho  advisory  plan  under 
Clause  IV  should  be  completed.  Japan  has  lots  of  things 
to  soy  to  tho  League.  In  case  Japan  should  be  treated 
in  such  a  way  as  disables  her  to’  remain  any  longer 
in  tho  League  for  all  her  saying,  thun  she  night  stotoly 
oecodo  from  it.  Until  then,  she  ought  to  do  her  best  to 
1  lighter,  the  Longue.  Since  such  is  Japan's  fundamental 
policy  already  decided  when  Plenipotentiary  IIATSUOKA 
left  bore,  there  may  bo  no  need  to  give  any  more  tedious 
instructions  now.  Tell  then  that  tho  intention  of  the 
t'upnnese  Government  remains  unchanged  as  it  was  at  the 
beginning,  and  that  will  do.  ‘  *  HUrthor  disposition 
o’  affairs  shall  depend  solely  upon  the  ability  of  tho 
diplomatists  on  the  sopt.

2.  To  promote  completion  of  tho  national  defence,  taking 
into  account  the  financial  condition,  within  such  a 
limit  as  Japan’s  sonse  of  security  shall  not  oe 
threatened. 

3.  That  the  diplomacy  should  be  based  upon  the  principie 
of  international  co-operation,  especially ,  various 
measures  should  bo  taken  to  promote  friendly  relations 
with  the  neighboring  Chine,  America  and  Russia. 

l  Tc  endeavor,  in  view  of  the  present  international 
relations  end  internal  situation,  to  reform 
administrative  effairs  and  to  rouse  the  national 

spirit .
